It is said that — Bacon, now liv- 
ing at Utica, New. York, in the ninety- 
fourth year of his age, is the oldest surviv- 
ing member of Congress. The New York 
Evening Post intorms us that he was born 
at Stockbridge, Massachusetts, in 1776; 
graduated at Yale College in 1804; was a 
member of the General Court in 1805 and 
1806; entered Congress in 1807, and re- 
mained there till 1813. He theu received 
the appomtment of Chief Justice of the 
Court of Common Pleas for the Western 
district of Massachusetts, and was also 
appointed by President Maprson First 
Comptroller of the Treasury. He voted 
first for Mr. Jerrunson in 1800; for Mr. 
Mapison, Mr. Moygor. Mr. Apams, Mr. 
Cuay, General Harrison, and again for 
Mr. Cray in 1844. In 1846 he became 
identified with the Free- soil Democrats, 
and presided over a Van Buren and Ad- 
ams meeting at Rome in 1848. His last 
vote, it is said, was cast for Mr. LOL.

It is not tobe supposed that Prussia 
will allow the French army to march un- 
molested into Hanover, whose capital is 
only about 120 miles from Berlin. The 
eelerity of the French advance may enable 
them to seize commanding positions, and 
render ineffeetive the Prussian railway 
system for concentration of troops. With 
France it bas. been a word and a blow. 
And the movement has even been more 
rapid than that by which Prussia caught 
Austria unprepered. The Prussians say 
that they have been ready for two years. 
We shall soon see whether their assertion [* 


the son-in-law of the-Prussian King. His 
duchy is @ narrow territory, berdering the 
Rhine and opposite to France. Whether 
the Grand Duke will take the offensive 
against France and support his august 
tather-m-law, we are not yetadvised. His 
army on a peace footing 1s less than 8,000 
men, and can be doubled in time ot war.

feature of strength in French hands, as all 
supplies could be forwarded from Stras- 
bourg to within cannon shot of the strong 
fortress of Mayence, where we are told 
General Mo.xe has made his headquarters. 

The royal family of Baden have been very 
intimate at the Tuileries; and, it the Grand 
Duke desires to serve France, he will side 
with Prussia probably, so that the pretext 
will be a good one for overrunning his ter- 
ritory before he can make a possible show 
of resistance. Thus the two columns of 
the French army will operate within sup- 
porting distance of each other, and both 
will march towards Berlin. This is upon 
our conjecture that the French have got 
the start of Prussia, and have rather taken

Mn Henry WIN has seen fit to pub- 
lish a card giving his reasons why he in- 
tends to support a Radical candidate for 
office.

| The Strength of the Combatants. 

We have seem many statements as to the 
superiority in numbers of the Prossian 
army. . This is simply an abaudity. The 
reliable Prussian population does not ex: | 
ceed twenty millions, and there are about 
four millions in lately annexed dominions 
which we may regard aa more hostile than 
friendly. The landwehr of: Prussia ‘is un- 
doubtedly very large, because the system 
places every man capable of bearing arms. 
in the service. He is compelled to do mil- 
itery service, So when we learn that the 
Prussian army and reserves comprise 
1,500,000 men, it means that there are that 
number capable of doing service, just as 
we might enumerate the militia of the 
United States at 3,000,000. Prussia can 
undoubtedly bring into the field, within 
sixty days, an effective army of 500,000-- 
could re-enforce it with 800,000 more in 
three months. France, on the other hand, 
bas 40,000,000 of population. She has 
been at peace for eleven years. Each year 
. she-has enrolled and disciplined 100,060 
recruits, and an equal number have in each 
successive year retired and entered upon 
the pursuit of other avocations. France is 
a military camp, and, beside her.eflective 
army of nearly 600,000 men, who will be 
in‘Pfuesia before a week elapses, it is safe 
to say that.ahe can throw into the fleld, 
withm sixty days, fully 800,000 additional 
well-trained troops, beside having reserves 
to garrison all her seaports and other 
points liable to be threatened. 

The French navy is far superior in ei- 
fective strength to the English; and Prus- 
sia will searcely venture to send her fleet 
away from the protection of the land de- 
fensea of her ports. Nearly 60,000 French 
sailors; now in commission upon her mag - 
nificent vessels, is a power which lands- 
men scarcely appreciate. But it is enor- 
mous. 

Naroizon and his Cabinet have been 
wiee tnough to make their quarrel with 
Prussia in such manner that the question 
of Ge man unity can not be brought to 
bear. BMA will be zealous in the ei- 
fort to stit up the German feeling; but he 
will fail. Prussia has. ruled with an iron 
hand in the North German Confederation, 
and her allies have been constrained by 
fear to make treaties for which they had 
no genuine desire. Hence we find Bava- 
ris, which suffered from the Prussian arms 
in 1866, at once declaring for neutrality. 
This is important, as her population is 
5,000,000 and ber army is 150,000 infantry, 
25,000 cavalry, artillery and engineers 30, 
000. Both Bavaria and Wartemburg fear 
the grasping ambition ot Prussia and will 
be glad to see France give it a check for 
many years tocome. Wurtemburg has a 
population of less than 2,000,000 and an 
army of about 30,000 men. Saxony has 
about the same, and her people have been 
for four years under the military domina- 
tion of Prussia. In a German quarrel 
these three kingdoms would: be under 
treay stipulations to support Prussia. 
They are more likely under present cir- 
cumstances to sympathize with France. 
Holland has nearly 4,000,000 population, 
with an army of 70,000 men. Denmark, 
since the loss. ef her 1,000,000 of subjects 
in the duchies, has only 1,500,000. Her 
army is an effective one and she has quite 
a formidable fleet—250 vesscls, carrying 
about 2,000 guns. 

It is not at all probable that England 
will step into the arena in case of reverses 
by Prussia. Her policy has been that of 
neutrality, and though the masses were 
clearly for war in 1865 to prevent the 
spoliation of Denmark, allied to England 
so nearly because the future Queen is the 
daughter of the King of Denmark, yet the 


‘cold and unswerving policy of the ministry 


checked it up, and declared that the inter- 
ests of England were against war. There 
has been such a firm alliance between 
France and England since their combined 
armies humbled Russia in 1855, and their 
commerce has grown to be so extensive 
and so necessary to each other, that it will 
require startling events indeed to produce 
a rupture between the two. 

Fraace may, if successful, desire to in- 
terpose the Rhine as her natural frontuer 
and bulwark, This would add a strip of 
tei ritory about one hundred miles in length 
and fitty in breadth at its widest part. It 
would not be much in the way of agzran- 
dizement. The English people were de- 
cided in their sympathies for King GROHE 
ot Hanover, a Prince of the British blood 
royal and Duke of Cumberland. Any 


‘steps taken by Naror non to restore the 


King to his throne, to release Saxony trom 
Prussian subjection or to restore Schies- 
wig-Holstein to Denmark, cannot fail to 
ehcit the warm approval of the English 
peopleand Parliament. Besides, English 
interests are altogether for peace, as she 
thereby vastly increases her carrying trade 
and wealth. 

During the late American war the en- 
tente cordiale between Prussia and the 
Federal Government was very decided. 
Prussia furnished many soldiers to the 
Federalarmy. Like Prussia in her views 
of consolidation, the ruling powers of the 
United States have sought, and still seek, 
to obliterate all State lines and to create a 
strong government. Hence we are not 
surprised to learn that the sympathies of 
the United States Government are all for 
Prussia, and that the vital services of 
France in securing the independence 
of this country are ‘forgotten and 
overlooked. As a nation, however, we 
have nothing to do with the quarrel, and 
our neutrality should be strictly enforced. 
We have no possible cause for being com- 
plicated in the slightest degree, and can 
only be a reluctant observer of terrific 
bloodshed, which we can do nothing to 


prevent. 

An exchange thinks that in this 
HoHERNZOLLEEN business the neutral pow- 
ers should have said to France and Prus- 
sia, “Hands off!” If Spain, pointing to 
her throne, had not said to Hom N20 
LEEN, “Hans, on,” there would have been 
no necessity for the neutral powers to say 
anything. 

ta The Philadelphia Enquirer says 
“the rifled cannon of the French have at- 
tracted great attention.” They certainly 
have, and it is not improbable that they 
may some day attract the attention of even 
the Prussians themselves.
